CHINESE DEPUTY CHIEF OF GENERAL STAFF VISIT July 7. 1997 



U.S. PACIFIC COMMAND, Camp H.M. Smith, Hawaii - Lt. Gen. Wu Quanxu. Deputy 
Chief of the General Staff for the Chinese People's Liberation Army (PLA), will visit military 
installations in Hawaii, California and Alaska July 8 to 17. 

The purpose of the Lt. Gen. Wu's visit is to gain a better understanding of the U.S. 
military's mission, oroanization and strategy, to build upon the rapport established by previous 
contacts, and to exchange ideas for future contacts between the U.S. and People's Republic of 
China military forces. 

Joseph W. Prueher, Commander in Chief, 
U.S. Pacific Command who is hosting the visit.
